The mean annual temperature of the -Province for the year 1905 was 42.8 degrees, 
which, while 2.3 degrees higher than in the year immediately preceding, was .4 degrees 
lower than the average temperature for the twenty-four years. The mean temperature 
of the six growing months was slightly above the average of the same term for 1882- 
1905. January and February were considerably below their respective averages, 
although not so low as in the preceding year. The only other months of the table worth 
noting were September and December, both of which were well above their own 
averages, especially in the case of the latter month. 
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SxTNSHiNB. In the following table the averages of sunshine are, as usual, derived 
from the records of the weather stations at Woodstock, Toronto, Lindsay, Kingston, 
and Ottawa:

There were 1,945.6 hours of sunshine registered in 1905, or 10.1 hours more than 
the average for the twenty-four years. The six growing months, April-September, 
however, had only 1,279.7 hours of sunshine, or 61.3 hours less than for the same term 
in 1882-1905. April, May, June, and July were the only months failing to equal their 
own averages of sunshine. 

Precipitation. The fall of both rain and snow for the five months, including 
November, 1903, and March, 1904, is given in the following table for ten years, together 
with the average for the twenty-four years, 1882-1905. An inch of water is the equi- 
valent of ten inches of snow :

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The total amount of rainfall for the five months was 2.14 inches, or only about 
one-third of the average rainfall of the same period for the twenty-four years, 1882- 
1905. The total snowfall was 66.2 inches, or 4.8 inches less than usual. The rainfall 
in February was only .06 inch, while the unusually heavy snowfall of that month 
amounted to 20.5 inches. 

The six months, April-September, however, comprise what is regarded as the growing 
season for most crops, and the following table gives the rainfall of these months for the 
last ten years, and also the average for the twenty-four years, 1882-1905:

The rainfall for the six months comprising the growing season^ was 17.12 inches, 
which was 1.51 inches more than the average for the twenty-four years, although not 
equalling the heavy precipitations of 1904, 1903, 1902, or even that of 1901. Not- 
withstanding the large average rainfall of the five months, April and September 
failed to show an average precipitation. 



VEGETATION. 



Growth in field and forest was hardly as advanced as usual on the 10th of May, 
the date when most of our correspondents filled in their returns, although even then 
a large number of cattle were reported to be on the grass. April proved to be a back- 
ward month for vegetation, but May weather was much more favorable, and soon there 
was a rapid growth of blade and leaf. 

Spring Sebding. The sowing of spring grain averaged a week or two earlier than 
usual, in many instances being concluded in April. The seedbed was in ideal condition, 
and the catch was generally successful. In the Georgian Bay section, the Northern 
Districts, and some of the St. Lawrence and Ottawa counties, frequent rains delayed 
operations on low-lying fields, but on high lands work was well ahead. Peas were not 
sown early purposely by many farmers, in order to escape the weevil. 



THE GRAIN CROPS. 



Fall Whbat. The bulletin issued in November, 1904, thus described the condition 
of the fall wheat crop at that time: "The acreage recently sown to fall wheat appears 
to be larger than that of the preceding year. Owing to the lateness of harvesting 
operations, most of the new fall wheat was got in a week or two later than usual. As 
a rule the ground was in good condition to receive the seed, and a good catch was made. 
The cool weather in the latter part of the fall, however, retarded growth somewhat, 
and many regard the crop as being short in the top, although otherwisA loci^KxsvM^'Tv^aspt'sp?^!^ 
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itnd promising. But little injury from Hessian fly was complained of compared with 
the ravages of this pest during the past three or four years. A few reports were receired 
as to the presence of wire-worm. Correspondents mention forty-three different yarieties 
4>f fall wheat as having been sown. Dawson's Grolden Chaff is the favorite, with Red 
Clawson coming a fair second." 

The state of the fall wheat fields in the spring gave much cause for encouragement. 
The May bulletin said: ''Taking the Province over, the crop suffered less than usual 
from winter-killing, the county of Northumberland being an exception to the general 
rule The cold .winds prevailing in April were very trying to fields in exposed places ; 
nevertheless the crop picked up wonderfully with the more favorable weather which 
followed, and when correspondents reported as to conditions on the 10th of May, fall 
wheat had a very promising appearance in most quarters, more especially in the case 
of early sown fields. The more favorable statements, happily, come from the counties 
in which the crop has a large acreage. But little fall wheat has been plowed up com- 
pared with the two or three years immediately preceding, although in a number of 
instances barley or other grain has been drilled in on some of the bare spots. The 
disappearance of the Hessian fly — or, rather, the absence of any marked evidence of 
its presence — ^is one of the most gratifying features of the reports concerning fall wheat, 
for during the last four or five years the havoc wrought by this insect pest has been 
of a most extensive and costly nature." 

The harvesting of fall wheat was begun rather later than usual in most sections, 
but the weather was favorable for cutting, and with the improved machinery now in use 
many had completed the work, and some had even threshed, before the Ist of August. 
It was then expected that the crop would be a big one as regards the yield per acre, 
more especially in the Lake Erie oounties. Most of the fall wheat stood up well, and 
there was not so much ''lodging" as is usual in the case of a heavy crop. A number 
of correspondents reported rust, but in almost every case it was described as b^ing onfj 
slight. Some complained of the grain as being somewhat shrunken, while others spoke 
i>f it as being plump. It could be generally classified as a fair sample. Three or four 
correspondents mentioned injury from either midge or joint-worm, but all were silent 
as to the presence of the Hessian fly, which for the previous four years had been devas- 
tating our wheat fields! "In short,** ran the August bulletin, "1905 may be classed as 
one of Ontario's best fall wheat years." 

The November returns were thus summarized in the bulletin then issued: "While 
A majority of correspondents describe fall wheat as being of good quality, some speak 
of the grain as being rather shrunken and light in weight. All the cereals suffered 
more or less fromi a few days of exceedingly hot weather during the ripening stage, but 
most of the injury came from heavy trains during the latter part of harvesting. Rust* 
in fall wheat was complained of by some correspondents, but very little harm to the 
xjrop was reported from Hessian fly or other insects." 

The New Fall Wheat. The following appeared in the November bulletin : "The 
area of new fall wheat is larger than that of last year, taking the Province over, although 
a few counties may show a decrease. Sowing ranged from the last week in August to 
the first week in October, but the bulk of the crop was got in between the 8th and 
19th of September. The ground was in good condition at seeding, and timely rains gave 
the crop a splendid start. The appearance of the young wheat when correspondents 
reported about the beginning of November was most favorable, although fears were 
expressed by some that there had been rather too vigorous a growth, giving the crop 
perhaps too much head. Scattering reports were made of the presence of the Hessian 
fiy, white grub, and wire-worm, but not to a serious extent. Dawson's Golden Chaff 
is still the most popular fall wheat sown, but some correspondents complain of this 
variety as having a tendency to smut." 

Spring Wheat. Comparatively little spring wheat is now grown in the western 
half of the Province, and in the eastern half the crop appears to be also decreasing in 
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■ popularity. The fields were yet green as correspondents reported in the early part of 
I August, but cutting waa expected to be genera! during the week beginning the 14th. 
D The crop waa then described as being full in the head, with good straw, and promieed 
more than an average yield. Odd mention only was made of rust. 

The November bulletin said: "This class of wheat is not ao widely grown as the 
fall varieties, but the quality of the aenson's crop is rat«d by correspondents aa from 
I inedium to very good, and there are no complaints of the grain being under weight." 
Barley. "This grain, like the other cereals," said the August bulletin, "will go 
jonsiderably over the average in yield per acre. The condition of the crop ia variable, 
lonie correspondents speaking of much injury from rain and lodging, while others deijcribe 
it as being first-olosa both in point of yield and quality. However, most of the barley 
raised in Ontario is now fed to live stock on the farm, and the matter of discoloration 
of the grain is not so important as it was some years ago, when the bulk of the crop 
wa.s raifed for malting. While some were starting to cut about the 1st of Auguat, moat 
of the crop was more Hkely to be harvested about the middle of the month. Several 
cor reap on dent a speak of barley and oats being sown together as a popular feed mixture." 
According to the November returns, barley was considered as above the average in 
tiotb yield and quality. Some fields were more or less injured by rain, but most of the 
grain was of good color. It waa relatively the best cereal crop of the year. 

0*T8. While in a few localities oats had been cut as correspondents reported at 
the beginning of August, the bulk of the crop had yet a week or two to ripen. The 
yield promised to he one of the largest, both as regards acreage and total yields, several 
correspondents classing it as the finest crop in years. High lands gave magnificent 
, yields, but in low places it suffered considerably from the wet. The straw was described 
a? being long, bright, and stifi, and the heads as being well-filled, although in some 
cases lodging was complained of. Rust was reported in a few instances, and two or 
three correspondents spoke of the presence of wire-worm. 

The November bulletin stated; "Oats, ripening later than eitlier wheat or barley, 
«iiSered more than these from rain. There was consequently a, good deal of lodging, 
and a considerable amount of rust was also reported. While the yield per acre is a 
large one, some of the grain is described as being light in weight, although other corree- 
pondents speak of the quality as eicellent. It must be admitted, however, that the 
general condition of the crop at the time of cutting was hardly up to the liigli especta- 
tions of the August returns." 

P&AB. The August bulletin contained the following: "During the last four or five 
years the acreage of peas in this Province has shrunk by about one-half, owing to tha 
ravages of the pea weevil, or, as it is popularly called, the 'bug.' This season, happily, 
the peat ia mentioned only by its absence. The crop has been injured more or leas by 
rain, nevertheless the yield per acre will run about the average. In the newer districts 
of the northern portion of the Province the yields are among the best. The pea harvest 
was expected to cover about August 10-25, as most of the fields were quite green as 
correspondents wrote." 

The remarks in the November bulletin concerning peas were to a similar effect to 
iiOfie quoted from the August returns. The crop suffered more from rain than from 

Beans. Where grown as a field crop, beans gave promise of a large yield per acre, 
) the early part of the season, notwithstanding damage from heavy rains at the time 
of planting. The crop had still two or three weeka to ripen when reporte were received 
1 the first week of August, but it was then looking well, although occasional mention 
was made of the presence of the cut-worm, 

November returns were to the fo'lowing effect: "Early sown beana did much better 
than thoae plant«d later. Reports regarding yields vary from 'light' to 'good.' In most 
cases, however, the sample is said to be of good quality." 



^ 
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Btb. The acreage of rye grown in the Province is comparatiyely small, and much 
of it is sown for pasture or soiling, and not for the grain. The yield per acre was abQve 
the ayerage, and the grain was of good quality. The crop was harreeted this year 
just a little before fall wheat. 

Buckwheat.* This crop is not a popular one with progressive farmers, but where 
grown it did well this season, both as regards yield and quality of the grain. The greatest 
injury to buckwheat came from rain storms beating down the rather too rank growth. 

CoBN. The August bulletin said: ''While there is great diversity in the reports 
concerning the condition of corn, the general tone may be considered favorable. The 
crop got a decided setback about the time of planting, owing to cold and wet weather, 
and the early outlok for corn was most discouraging. The very favorable weather of 
July, brought growth along with a bound, and it is now likely that corn fields will give 
a full yield. Correspondents are generally of the opinion that corn for the silo will be 
relatively ahead of cob-corn in yield. A few reports question the possibility of the crop 
fully maturing before frost, but there are not enough of these to be regarded seriously. 
There are not so many complaints regarding poor quality of seed as in the preceding 
two or three years.'* 

The following regarding corn appeared in the November bulletin : "Notwithstanding 
the setback the crop received at the time of planting, owing to the cold and wet weather 
then prevailing, midsummer conditions were so favorable that com picked up in a 
wonderful way. While some poor fields are reported, most of the returns show about 
an average yield. Although the season for the maturing of corn was later than usual, 
but little injury from frost was sustained, and most of the corn put into silos was in 
excellent condition. A number of correspondents also speak of the plant as being well 
cobbed." • 



HAY AND CLOVER. 

The May bulletin had the following mention of the crop : "The present indications 
are that there will be a full yield of clover this seasoji, taking the Province as a whole. 
In the central and western counties clover fields are in really first-class condition, having 
suflFered but little from winter-killing of any form. In the more eastern counties pros- 
pects are not so bright, but the fields are rapidly recovering from the heavy check given 
the crop by the raw winds of April. The gener9,l report is that new fields are particu- 
larly strong, the catch last' year having been most successful." 

August returns were on the whole very favorable, as will be seen by the following 
from the bulletin issued in that month: "The season has been a remarkable one for this 
crop cutting, ranging all the way from the last week of June to the end of July. In 
fact, on the 1st of August there was some hay yet to mow in various localities, fall wheat 
and other cereals having ripened before the heavily covered meadows could be cleared, 
and there being also a scarcity of labor. Hay cut early was more or less injured by 
rain, but that harvested later was housed in fine condition. The average yield for the 
Province will be among the best on record, although the big yields are chiefly in the 
western and central counties. In the opinion of most correspondents, timothy did 
relatively better than clover. Like the grain crops, hay is reported as being remark- 
ably free from injury by insects.'* . 

Clovbb Seed. In most instances the immense growth of stalk, and the presence of 
the midge, prevented a large yield of clover seed, although a few correspondents spoke 
enthusiastically of results. Pastured fields gave more clover seed than those cut for 
hay. Red clover did better than either alsike or lucerne, although the last named crop 
is growing rapidly in favor. The catch of new clover this season has been all that could 
be desired. 
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FIELD ROOTS. 



FoTATOBB. The AuguBt bulletin said ; "A large yield of potati>eB is promised, and 
of good quality. Some of the seed rotted od low land, owing to the wet weather jusb 
after pianting, but comparatively few correspondents anticipate rot in the new crop. 
The bug, as usual, waa preeent in large numbers, and in some cases an extra dose of 
Paris green had to be applied. Bordeaux mixture for potato blight appears to be 
coming into favor with Ontario farmers." 

November returns were thus summariised : "Almost up to the time of digging an 
immense yield of potatoes was promised, but rot set in, and many correspondents 
report leases from this cause, in both pit and cellar, ranging from 10 to 76 per cent. 
Reports of freedom from rot have been the exception, and the most farorable accounts 
come from the newer Northern Districts. A number of correspondents used Bordeaux 
mixture for biight or rot with good results, but on low-lying lands even this remedy 
could not prevent loss. Potatoes had been stored as correspondents wrote." 

RooTB. The August reports concerning roots were to the following effect : The 
scarcity of labor, and the crowding of harvesting, forced a number of farmers to neglect 
their roots, and, when correspondents reported in the early part of August, some fields 
were rather weedy. Nevertheless, all classes of roots then promised a good yield, especially 
mangels and sugar beets, which were doing better than turnipe, 

Cakrots. This class of roots is not now much in favor as a field crop, and mention of 
them is only occasional compared with turnips and mangels. Where grown, however, 
carrots gave a fair yield. 

Manqel Wtjkzbls. These roots, according to November accounts, did much better 
than turnips, both as regards yield and quality. They were described as being from 
fair to extra good. In most cases they were safely housed as correspondents wrote, 
in the early part of the month. 

TuBNZPS. The November bulletin said of turnipii: "This crop may be classed as a 
comparative failure. The aphis popularly known as the turnip louse, appeared in greater 
force than for years, and hindered the development of the bulbs, which several corres- 
pondents describe as being rather small and rooty. The cabbage worm, or an insect 
closely resembling it, also attacked the plant in different parts of the Province. 
Favorable reports regarding the crop were rare. A considerable quantity of turnips 
remained to be pulled in some districts as returns were made, and in two or three of 
the more northern counties an early snow storm was making the work disagreeable." 

SnoAii Brbts. This class of roots is increasing in favor as food for live stock. Cor- 
respondents claim that they were of good quality this year, both for sugar-making pur- 
poses and for feeding. 



FRUIT AND FRUIT TREES. 

The May bulletin contained the fallowing : "A considerable loss is reported among 
plam trees, and some peach and other fruit trees are also said to have been winter- 
killed, although not to the same extent as last year. In fact much of the immediate 
■loss of orchard trees is charged against the severe weather of the winter of 1903-4. 
Blosaom'ng was starting as correspondents wrote, and cherries, plums and peaches were 
coming out profusely. Apples are not likely to be so heavy a crop. Field mice continue 
their attacks upon young fruit trees, and there are many complaints of serioiia injury. 
There are now but few counties exempt from the injury of this active pest." 

August, reports were to the following effect: "AH varieties of berries have yielded 
well, and grapes give good promise. Apples will be poor in point of yield, bat the 
qnality will be rather above the average. In many sections there will be barely enough 
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for local consumption. Peaches have done better, and may be classed as from fair to 
good. Some correspondents report good yields of plums, while others claim an almost 
complete failure. The common red cherry did well, but other varieties were a disappoint- 
ment. The reports regarding pears, as in the case of plums, vary much, but they have 
dond better than apples. Correspondents account for the rather poor orchard crops, 
first, from lack of pollenization, owing to the wet and cold weather prevailins daring 
the blossoming period, and, secondly, on account of many trees failing to fully recover 
from the effects of the severity of the last two winters." 

The condition of fruit and fruit trees was thus described in the November bulletin : 
"Fruit trees generally are reported in good condition, although a small percentage have 
died during the summer, supposedly from the effects of the severe winter of 1903-4. 
There was a surplus of apples, pears, plums, and peaches. There would have been more 
first-class hand-picked apples on the market but for the heavy wind storms of October, 
which shook down and bruised a considerable quantity of excellent fruit. While injury 
from insect pests and fungi was not so great as in former years, still too much harm 
was done to apples by the codling moth and the scab. Grapes yielded largely and ripened 
w^U, and the vines are described as being in good condition for entering the winter. 
Small fruits generally were regarded as good crops. 



MISCELLANEOUS. 

Rape. This crop is highly spoken of by correspondents as used for finishing off 
sheep and other live stock turned upon it in the fall. The acreage is given as 45.614, 
which is less than that reported for 1904. 

ToBAOOO. The growing of this crop is confined mainly to Essex and Kent. Although 
the plant suffered considerably from wet weather early in the season, it made a splendid 
recovery, and its general condition was classed as good by most of those who reported 
on it at the beginning of August. Early planting was then in better condition than 
that put in later. There were a few complaints of cut-worm. The acreage was placed 
at 5,702, or nearly double that of the preceding year. 

Flax. Flax has not been so largely grown as formerly. The plant this -season was 
generally described as being long, and of good quality of fibre, although owing to the 
crop being so heavy much of it got knocked down and tangled. Pulling had just com- 
menced as correspondents wrote in the early part of August, and the weather was then 
most favorable for the operation. The abreage was 6,422, a slight increase over that 
of the previous year. 

Hops. Very few correspondents outside of the county of Prince Edward have any- 
thing to say regarding hops. Those reporting were most favorable in their comments 
upon the condition of the crop. The acreage is given as 1,997. 

November reports regarding the tobacco crop were on the whole most favorable. 
The leaf was described as being well matured, and of extra good quality generally. 

Fall Plowing. Work in this line was about in the usual stage at the beginning 
of November. Some had already finished, others were just commencing, while the 
majority had got through with stubble land and were turning under sod. The ground 
was rather dry for plowing in the early part of the fall, but got into better condition 
later. A wider area than usual will likely be plowed this year. 

Thbbshing ANp Mabkbting. The November bulletin said: "Threshing was well 
forward, and much of it completed, as correspondents wrote, and this notwithstanding 
the favorable weather for fall plowing and root-pulling. Marketing was also well 
advanced, especially in the case of fall wheat, but most of the other grains will be fed 



to live stxick on tlie farms unless the market takes an unusual rise. The baoon industry, 
for instance, now helps to dispose of most of the barley raised in the Province." 

Fabh Iupboveuentb. Considerable progresB is reported in almost every line of farm 
improvement, and more would have been done but for the lack of skilled labor. The 
chief activity has been in the increased amount of under-draining; in the putting up of 
neat wire fences in place of the old rail and board ones formerly in use ; in the erection 

tew barns with modern equipment, and also in the raiising of old barns and putting 

Lent stables under them. 



LIVE STOCK AND THE DAIRY. 



"Live stock of all classes came through the winter without any serious mishap," 
said the May bulletin, "any disease complained of being more or less local in character. 
Horses are described as being rather thin^ but in good working condition otherwise, aa 
the weather was not too warm during spring operations. There are the usual scattering 
reports of distemper, with but few fatalities. Cattle are also said to be on the lean side, 
but hearty. Like other live stock, they had to be carefully fed, owing to the lack of 
corn and the high price of mill feed, but they are now rapidly picking up in form on 
the grass. Sheep are generally reported as in good condition, except in some of the 
towntihips of Lambfon, where there was an outbreak of scab, which fortunately was 
quickly stamped out. Ewes have been prolific this spring, and lambs are said to be 
remarkably strong and active. Several correspondents, however, state that sheep cannot 
be kept in large numbers in Ontario on account of dogs. Swine are more generally 
rai.sed, but do not appear to be so plentiful as usual this spring. Occasional reports have 
been received of crippling from rheumatism or other causes, but these attacks are gen- 
erally the result of local housing and feeding. New litters of pigs do not appear to have 
done BO well in the eastern part of the Province as in the counties farther west. Generally 
speaking, there was a sufficiency of fodder, although many farmers were pinched for 
corn and straw." 

The August bulletin said; "Reports are practically unanimous as to the favorable 
condition of pastures, several oor respondents in various sections of the Province deolar* 

ing that summer pastures were never better. Live stock of all classes were doing well, 
, although in some of the St. Lawrence counties flies were very troublesome. There was 
a remarkably steady supply of milk during the season, but the flow was decreasing as 
Augnit approached. Immense quantities of both butter and chees have been made, but 
very little of either article remains in the hands of manufacturers. The creamery 
industry appears to be still growing in favor. The prospects are good for fall pasturea, 
»nd there will also be an abundance of hay, roots, corn, and other fodder for fall and 
winter requirements." 

e Bummarised as follows: "Pastures were in from fair to good 
ler and fall, and this favored all classes of live stock. Horaea 
and have been commanding encouraging prices. Cattle were 
1 but healthy. More beef animals are on hand than is usual 
g to the comparatively low prices offered and the abundance 
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PouLTBT. The following appeared in the November bulletin : '* Judging by the 
returns just to hand, poultry is assuming a more important place than ever before in 
farming operations. Prices have been strong for both eggs and meat. Correspondents 
speak of broilers more frequently than usual, and in this connection one of them remarks 
that the incubator is beginning to ''loom large." Turkeys did not do so well as the 
other varieties of fowl, the spring being rather too cold and wet for them."

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Bees and Honbt. Bees came through the winter in good condition, considering 
the trying nature of the season, and there was active swarming — in many cases too much 
of it. According to the August bulletin : ''There was an abundance of nectar, relatively 
more in the field than in the forest, but frequent rains prevented the bees from taking 
the fullest advantage of the situation. The average yield of the Province will be about 
60 pounds to a colony, spring count, the yields, ranging from 10 to 125 pounds, according 
to locality and the skill of the apiarist. But little mention is made of foul brood or 
other disease, and bees were quite thrifty/' 

The following from the November bulletin summed up the fall, situation : "Bees 
made but very little basswood honey this season, most of the product coming from 
the clovers. While many apiarists regard the yield as a fair average one, some claim 
that there will have to be much feeding back, which will not only cut into the owners' 
profits, but will also try the vitality of the colonies in the winter and early spring. Only 
casual mention is made of foul brood or other diseases." 

The Daibt. SuflScient pasture, a steady flow of milk, and good prices for both butter 
and cheese, made the season a most successful one for dairying. With the advent of 
the separator, more butter is being made upon the farm, and the improvement of the 
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quality, and the increased demand, have raised tbe value of the article about two eento 
a poond higher than the figures of last year. Shorthorns attd their grades are still the 
favorites in the weet, but Ayrshire and Holstein cows are well to the front in the dairy 
counties of JEIaBtern Ontario. 

Chebsb fAOiOBiBa. The number of cheese factories reported in operation in 1905 
was 1,198. The output of cheese was 164,866,223 pounds, as compared with 164,879,438 
in 1904, and 166,306,573 In 1903. In addition to the increase in quantity made, the 
arerage price realized advanced from 8.33 in 1904 to 10.66 in 1905, bringing the grois 
value up to fl7,417,757, as compared with $12,908,118 in 1904 and $17,203,333 in 
1903. The estimated amount paid to the 56,960 patrona was $16,699,603, or 89.6 cents 
per 100 pounds of milk, against 66.5 in 1904 and 88.7 in 1903. From this amount must 
be deducted the cost of 9ollection or delivery to the factory. 

CBumRiBB. The following comparative table gives the statistics of the cream- 
eries operated in Ontario for the ten years 1895-1904, showing the quantity and value 
of butter made, the average number of patrona, the average price of bnttter per

LABOR AND WAGES. 

Faru Labok. The labor situation was thus described in the May bulletin : "There 
is still a scarcity of farm help in most sections of the Province, although the situation 
has been considerably relieved by British immigration. While most of the new comers 
are inesperienced as regards farming operations, some of them have shown aptitude for 
the work, and are well spoken of by correspondents, while others again are described 
as being utterly useless from an agrioultu'ral standpoint. In order to meet the shortage 
of labor, many farmers are seeding down a greater acreage, and are going more exten- 
sively into grazing. The use of larger implements is also becoming more common on 
this account, and one man may now he seen driving three or four horses instead of 
two as formerly. Female help on the farm is as difficult to procure as ever." 

According to the August returns there was more or less of a scarcity of farm labor 
all over the Province, notwithstanding that the situation had been considerably relievad 
2 B, I. (I-II) 
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by the presence of fresh immigrants from Great Britain. ''Farmers are utilizing 
improyed machinery and newer methods more and more in order to get along with less 
manual aid. Skilled farm laborers receive from $30 to $40 a month, and from $1.50 
to'$2 a day, during harvesting, but inexperienced men get as low as half these wages." 

The November bulletin said: ''In most instances correspondents report a scarcity 
of farm laborers, more especially of those who have both fitness and experience. While 
some of the British immigrants who have come in recently have given good satisfaction, 
many of them are without previous knowledge of farm work, and are slc^wly adapting 
themselves to Canadian rural conditions. Regarding wages, correspondents differ as 
to whether they will rise or fall. The general opinion, however, appears to be that while 
skilled farm labor may command increased wages, the rate paid to green or unskilled 
men will remain about the same. In fact, farmers seem to be looking more to improved 
machinery to help them out rather than to immigration, unless old country farm 
laborers of experience can be had. Domestic servants on the farm are scarcer than ever, 
and, judging by the remarks of correspondents, the problem of their supply is stilU an 
unsolved one."

In 1905 there were 522 township municipalities, 116 towns, 132 villages, 16 cities 
and 38 counties. The assessed area of the Provino:^ was 24,481,312. 

The changes in population, a^^ssment and taxation for rural and urban muni- 
cipalities for the twenty years, 1886-1905, are shown in table on page 188, while a 
comparison of the aggregate financial transactions for ten years, will be found, for 
townships on page 76, for villages and towns on page 78, for eities on page 62, for 
counties on page 68 and for all municipalities combined on page 80. 

In giving the details of receipts, disbursements, assets and liabilities the munici- 
palities have been arranged in alphabetical order by townships, villages and towns, 
cities and counties, but in giving the details of population, assessment and taxation 
the minor municipalities have been grouped into counties, which are arranged in 
alphabetical order. Below the line are given the municipalities separated from the 
counties for county purposes, though situated within the county limits. Totals for 
the minor municipalities comprising the county municipality, therefore, m*y be 
readily obtained.

There is a net increase in the assessed population over 1904 of 24,290, but tl e 
townships show a decrease of 7,389. 

The assessed value of the Province has increased by $130,804,471, of which the 
townships contribute $91,539,828. 

The aggregate value of property exempted by by-laws from municipal taxes but 
subject to school rates was $9,456,524 in 1905 by 166 municipalities. This amount 
is included in the total assessment given in the table, so that the actual amount for 
municipal purposes is $1,027,453,606 in 1905. 

The amount of taxes levied in all municipalities in 1905 shows an increase cf 
$1,035,572 over 1904, and of $7,580,137 since the year 1886, or from $4.93 per head 
of resident population in 1886 to $7.90 in 1905. 

The amount of taxes levied as shown above includes such special taxes as drg 
taxes, taxes in lieu of commuted statute labor, and all local improvements. The taxes 
for school purposes include the trustees' levy, the general levy and the levy for school 
debentures. 

The debenture debt outstanding in 1904 was $68,195,775, while there were Sinking 
Funds on hand or invested amounting to $12,516,290. This leaves a net debt of 
$55,679,485 or an increase of $3,851,626 over 1903. The "floating" liabilities also 
show an increase of $983,439 over 1903. 

This "net debt" should be furtlier reduced by the assets of an earning power, 
such as waterworks, electric light plants, etc. 

A large amount of debentures are issued also for local improvements, and for 
bonuses secured by mortgages. These are offset by investments which appear in the 
assets. 

Of the "floating" debt the sum of $4,820,258, or over one-half, is for current loans, 
not bonded. 

The consolidation of debts by many municipalities makes it impossible to further 
classify the debenture debts outstanding. 

The total liabilities in 1904 are apparently greater than the total assets, but it 
will be noticed that the former contains $4,901,793 in school debentures for which, 
under the statutes, the municipalities become respdnsible. We have not, however, 
included in the assets the property of the school corporations, so that in making a 
comparison, threfore, between assets and liabilities, the above sum should be excluded 
from the latter.
